By a combi- 
nation of circumstances it would take too 
mush time and space to explain satisfac- 
torily, Mr. Bramble's postofflce lock-was 
never placed on the market, but he re- 
ceives a yearly royalty on those manufac- 
tured by the Yale company in use in the 
United States and Europe.

ble's success in the postofflce box inven- 
tion caused him to turn his attention to 
inventing combination door and| pad- 
locks, in which undertaking he has been 
remarkably successful. 


His combination door locks, five in num- 


ber, manufactured by Russell, Erwin & 
Co., of Connecticut, and sold by all first- 
class hardware dealers everywhere, have 
attained <i world-wide reputation, one of 
them being awarded the first premium at 
the Paris Exposition of 1878. Each lock 
has a different combination, and the forms
